The striking workmen and their fends, num- 
bering several thousands, resisted the interfer- 
ence. The Pinkerton’s opened fire, which was 
returned by the strikers. Skirmishing conti- 
nued all day. Kight strikers were killed and 
twenty-five injured. Three Pinkertons were 
killed and eleven injured. The Pinkertons 
tinally surrendered, ~'Pheir arms and accoutre- 
Inents were confiscated and their boats burned 
by the mob, The prisoners were gonducted to 
the state line and liberated. The sheriff has 
called for assistance, and it is expected another 
conflict will occur to-day. The militia have 
been called for, but the governor will not order 
them out until there has been an arbitration.

Medicine Hat Times: The steel gray beetle 
which is playing havoc with the potato and beet 
crops in this district can be easily destroyed by 
sprinkling the tops with water in which Paris 
Green has been dissolved. About a dessert 
spoonful of the poison to a large pailful of water 
is sufficient, 

Medicine Hat Times: If every community in 
the Northwest showed as much pluck when 
their interests are at stake, as did the Edmon- 
ton people, in the recent trouble over the loca- 
tion of their lands and timber offices, we would 
hear less of the selection of townsites by cabinet 
ministers on their own property, or of railways 
running to a point on the prairie, three or four 
miles distant from the town they were supposed 
to make the terminus, or of other indignities to 
which the people of this country, as a rule, 
quietly submit. In the Edmonton affair there 
is an ugly suspicion that the Minister of the 
Interior was interested personally in the removal 
ot the lands office to the south side of the river. 
If not, agent Anderson is guilty of exceeding 
his instructions and acting ina very arbitrary 
manner and should be instantly dismissed. The 
citizens of Edmonton did well to use physical 
force to prevent the removal of the office to the 
south side of the river, where it would have 
been difficult of access toa large majority of the 
population of the district. It is about time 
this sacrificing of public interests, to the greed 
of government hangers-on, ceased in this coun- 
try,and the people of Edmonton are to be con- 
gratulated on their firmness in dealing with 
this, the most flagrant attempt yet made to en- 
rich influential government supporters at the

Four and one-half tons of hay have’ been cut to 
theacre. Eighty bushels of spring and 100 of 
fall wheat has been grown to the acre ‘on Lulu 
island. Ten tons of potatoes to the acre is 
only a fair yield. Twenty-seven and a-ha'f tons 
has been raised. Carrots average 30 to 40 tons, 
turnips 50 ton and mangold wurtzels 55 tons to 
the acre. A swede turnip was grown weighing 
614 pounds, It is a pity the area of the Fraser 
delta was not in proportion to its crops.

IMMIGRATION, 


The proposition to dismiss wholesale the 
government immigrant agents, located at 
different points throughout Canada, does 
not seem to meet the approval of a majori- 
ty of the papers of Manitoba and the North- 
west. The BuLuetin has pleasure in most 
heartily endorsing this most vigorous move 
of the new and vigorous immigration poli- 
cy recently inaugurated by the department 
of the interior, as distinguished from the 
old system under the department of ayri- 
culture. Since the, publication of the cen- 
sus returns it has been no secret that the 
immigration service of the Dominion is 
utterly useless, and has been so for years, 
This being the ease, the only thing to be 
done was o save the expense incident to 
the administration of such cumbrous and 
useless branch of the public service by dis- 
charging the officials who composed it. It 
is to be hoped that the good work thus 
commenced will be completed by the dis- 
charge of the officials working—or rather 
resting—in the British Islands and Europe 
generally. If the census returns and the 
evidence of the senses are to be trusted 
these people have been working energetic 
ally in the interests of the steamship and 
railway companies—but not in those of the 
settlement of Canada ; for while they have 
sent three quarters of a million of people 
to Canada in ten years, we have now less 
population than our natural increase would 
give us, and what we have is in a larger 
proportion than ever native born. This 
shows that if they have done anything they 
have sent people who either did not want 
to stay with us, or for whom we had no 
use, If our immigration agents are for 
any purpose it is to induce peeple who will 
suit our country and whom our country 
will suit to come and settle in it. To do 
this is a benetit to the country, the settler, 
and in the interests of future settlement. 
To offer any inducement to people whom 
we don’t want, or who don’t want us is an 
injury to us and them, and the greatest bar- 
rier to future immigration that could possi- 
bly be erected. And yet, apparently, this 
is what we have been getting for the tens 
of thousands we have been paying annually 
in the belief that we were settling up our 
country; and the drain cannot be stopped 
too soon, Better have no immigration 
service atall than a service that injures us 

as this has done. 
Then what is to be done? Just this 
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FTER this notice anyone taking sand for tuilding 
r pulrposce off Hudson's Bay Company’s land 
without permission will be prosecuted.

Macleod Gazette : Ma:leod people were con- 


siderably startled'on Saturday last when Dr. 


Kennedy gave out that he had a case of small- 

pox on his hands. The name of the man was 
George Hall, a painter. He isa stranger here, 
having lately arrived from the coast, staying 
ten days at Calgary, en route. He came as far 
as Mosquito Creek on the train, and from the 
end of the track walked to town. He and his 
pwrtner secured a job of painting at Mr. Cur:ai 
Grier’s ranche on the 17th. On the following 
Sunday he fell ill, and on Tuesday he was 
brought into town. Dr. Kennedy saw him on 
Wednesday evening, and thought he was suffer- 
ing from promonitory symptoms of scarlet fever. 
Saturday morning he made up his mind that it 
was a genutne case of small pox. He called in 
Dr. Aylen, who corroborated his diagnosis. The 
man had been living in a log shack, and, steps 
were immediately taken to isolate him. In the 
meantime, Mr. Haultain was telegraphed to, 
and on Sunday morning authority was received 
to do everything that was necessary to insure 
the isolation and care of the patient, and to pre- 

vent the spread of the disease, all cxpenses to 
be paid by the government. Acting on this 
authority, Dr. Kennedy suggested the forma- 
tion of a board of health. This was done, and 
Messrs. Gigot, Hollies and Grady composed it. 
1t was necessary to get the patient away from 
the centre of"the town, and on Sunday evening 
he and his attendants were removed to a camp 
a safe distance east of the town. Another at- 
tendant was provided, and a police guard put 
on to maintain the quarantine. The patient is 
doing as well as could be expected. It is a 
severe case of confluent small-pox, but the doc- 
tor has ua hopes the man will recover all right.

Rev. Mr. Brick left the Landing for 
Slave lake and Peace river on June 22nd, and 
Mr. Dowling, of the geological survey, left for 
lake Athabasca on June 25th. A party of Chip- 
ewyan Indians arrived from Fort Smith, on the 
Great Slave river, about 600 miles down the 
Athabasca, bringing a considerable quantity of 
fur, which Mr, Secord purchased. Eleven of 
them came to Edmonton to purchase supplies. 
They reported a cold winter in the forth last 
winter, but food and fur plentiful. Cariboo, 
the deer of the Barren Grounds, were in large 
numbers, only a day from Fort Smith ail win- 
ter. They killed two wood buffalo last winter, 
the skins of which Mr. Secoed purchased. 
They are much larger than hides of the prairie 
buffalo. The Chipewyans met 8. D. Mulkins, 
C. Fowler and H. Anthony a day south of Chip- 
ewyan, making good progress on their journey 
to Fort Resolution.
